A Declaration o t Political Independence. 


LYNCHBUBG, Va., September 30.— 
The state convention of colored men 
assembled here to-day. 
J. B. Siphax, 
of Alexandria, was elected temporary 
chairman. 
M. V. Barkley, of Rich- 
mond. addressed the convention, say- 
ing this convention had not assembled 
as Republicans or Democrats, but as 
citizens of Virginia,claiming the rights 
of freemen. 
He hoped their delibera- 
tions would demonstrate that they 
were worthy to be citizens. 


The convention reassembled at 8 
o'clock p. m. 
R. B. Beckley was elec- 
ted permanent chairman, and N. V. 
Backus, secretary. 
The following ad- 
dress was presented amid great cheer- 
ing. 
To the colored people of Virgin- 
ia: Whereas, we the colored people of 
Virginia, believing as we do, that the 
time has come for us to call a halt in 
the unqualified support we have given 
the Republican party, do -here in con- 
vention assembled, solemnly declare 
ourselves 
politically 
independ- 
dent 
in 
all 
matters 
which 
pertain 
to 
U3 
as 
citizens 
and 
voters of this commonwealth. 
Wo 
have for twenty- five years adhered to 
our former political associate.^, with 
unparalleled fidelity, because in those 
dark days of re-construction, the Re- 
publican party proved that it was the 
only party with which the colored 
man of the south could consistently 
ally himself. 
To that end the colored 
voters nobly responded and raised to 
power 
and place 
men who ijrew 
wealthy, 
while 
administering 
the 
laws of the Unitecl States government 
in 
the 
southern 
states. 
Wo 
feel ever grateful for what has been 
done, but now the time has como for 
us to think, act, vote and speak for 
ourselves and especially so, since the 
Republicans have practically aband- 
oned us in former campaigns and on 
all matters where the negro ought to 
have had recognition in proportion to 
our voting strength and intelligence. 
We

that

We therefore appeal to 
the colored people of our native state 
to look well to the altered condition 
of affairs, and in the future to make 
such political alliancos, as will most 
advance our interests, educationally, 
financially 
and politically. 
Wo fed 
sure there is throughout the 
broad 
limits of this commonwealth, a general 
disposition on the part of the white 
people, to accord us all our rights be- 
fore the law and to meet us heartily 
in every advance we make for the up- 
holding of our people. 
It behooves us 
then to so use our ballots that we may 
drive out all discordant elements in 
Virginia, whether they be headed by 
natives or aliens to the state. 
We 
also condemn the raising of the race 
issue, by any class of men, who essay 
to load the masses, because it can do 
nothing but provo detrimental to our 
cause and our interests. 
Wo, there- 
fore, ask a hearty co-operation of our 
people in Virginia, to the success of 
our movement. 
We have cause to be 
thankful for the liberality of the pres- 
ent administration to our people, in 
the 
south. 
We 
• also 
believe 
our relations to the state government 
are such as justify as in hoping that 
Virginia will bo relieved from her pre- 
sent financial embarrassment, by aid 
from the federal government, which 
will enable her better to provide for 
all the material intere.it of her citizens 
and bring about that universal good 
feeling which ought to exist between 
the two races. 


The address was adopted and the 
convention adjourned sine die.

Acquitted To-day I>y tlie Circuit 
Court. 


OHT readers will remember tliat IS.'iac 
W. Campbell, deputy sheriff undo i. Wm. 
D. Schiefer, in September, 1883, made a 
rash attempt to shoot Sheriff Schiefer, 
since which time he has been most con- 
spicious by his absence. An indictment 
it seems was returned by the grand jury 
against Campbell, but no arrest was 
made and no requsition procurred for 
him. 
Public sentiment wjis much di- 
vided concerning this rash act.

people believed that Campbell was at the 
time laboring under some disease of the 
mind and insane, for few persons could 
think that an old and respected citizen 
as he was, could or would make such a 
foolish and malicious attempt to commit 
murder while in the possession of his

To-day the case was submitted to 
Judge O'Rourke on the charge of as- 
sault, Camp]»ell's friends appearing for 
him. l^x-sheriff Schiefer, the prosecuting 
witness, swore that he believed that 
Campbell was not in his right mind and 
did not know what he was doing at the 
time ho so assaulted him. Other evi- 
dence to the same eilect was heard and 
the court found Campbell not guilty.
